Beauty Title Causes Dispute 


An official public dem onstration 
of the new motorized toamite chem ­ 
ical truck, recently purchased and 
constructed by the Gettysburg fire 
company, will be held on South 
W ashington street Friday night at 
6:30 o’clock, opposite the Annie M 
W arner hospital. The public is cor­ 
dially invited to witness this dem ­ 
onstration 
All fire companies In the county 
have been invited to participate in 
the dem onstration and to make a 
trial run from their home engine 
house 
to 
the 
Gettysburg 
engine 
house. All county departm ents have 
been requested to start their runs in 
time to reach the local engine house 
not later than 6:15 o’clock. 
Find Of Year 
. The new foamite chemical truck 
of the local departm ent is the only 
one of its kind in Pennsylvania. No 
other departm ent in the state is 
equipped with this new piece of fire­ 
fighting apparatus. 
It is the latest 
development In 
fire-fighting 
m a­ 
chines and is heralded by critics to 
be the greatest find in years. 
The dem onstration Friday night 
will show how this chemical truck 
Is used to combat oil, gasoline and 
other similar fires, so dangerous and 
so difficult to combat with the or­ 
dinary equipment. 
After the foam ­ 
ite dem onstration an exhibition of 
soda-acid fire fighting will be given 
The new truck, designed and con­ 
structed by Joseph E Codori and 
A. E. Hutchison, with Jam es B Au- 
men. Iire chief, cooperating, is built 
on 
a 
157-inch 
wheelbase 
Its 
speed is 55 miles per hour, 
fully 
equipped, with four speeds forward 
The truck carries a nitre foamite 
generator and two 45-gallon soda- 
acid chemical tanks; 
a 115-gallon 
storage tank used to recharge chem ­ 
ical tanks; a pumping m achine ca­ 
pable of lifting water at least 25 feet 
and throw a stream 90 feet; 
200 
feet of three-quarter inch chemical 
hose and 200 feet of one and one- 
half Inch foam ite hose. 
G ift To Borough 
The new truck was purchased by 
the Gettysburg fire company out of 
its own treasury at a cost of ap­ 
proximately $2300 and will be pre­ 
sented to the borough council and 
the people pf Gettysburg by the fire 
company at the next meeting of the 
borough council. 
The new process of fighting gas­ 
oline and oil fires is the last word 
in fire fighting. A foamite powder 
is dumped into a hopper 
W ater is 
forced through the neck of the hop­ 
per. drawing foamite powder w ith 
it. This forms foamite suds as it 
is forced through the nozzle of the 
hose. 
When this ta thrown on a 
gasoline or oil fire it forms a blan­ 
ket over the flames, smothering the 
blaze and preventing its spread. 
It 
can also be throw n against an ad ­ 
jacent building to form complete 
Insulation to prevent the spread of 
the flames to nearby property 
The process is unique 
The water 
tanks on the truck. 115 gallons, will 
generate 150 gallons of foamite suds 
W ith unlimited water supply the 
new piece of fire fighting equip­ 
m ent can throw an unlimited q uan­ 
tity of foamite suds, an* absolute 
guarantee 
of the 
immediate 
ex­ 
tinguishing of the blaze. 
An added feature of the new foam ­ 
ite truck is the fact th at the chem ­ 
ical Is harmless. 
It can be eaten, 
will not burn clothes and when dried 
will brush off of any m aterial or 
substance Uke powder. 
Officials 
of 
the 
Am erican-La - 
France company informed officials 
of the local departm ent th a t G et­ 
tysburg is the first Are company to 
be equipped with this ndfc piece of 
apparatus and th a t it is one of the 
half-dozen sim ilar pieces in exist­ 
ence now O ther companies are plan­ 
ning to secure this new equipment 
in the near future 
The local company decided to se­ 
cure the new chemical truck at this 
tim e because of the number of ga­ 
rages in G ettysburg and vicinity 
and the th reat of disastrous fires in 
event flames should break out. Con­ 
siderable difficulty 
would 
be e n ­ 
countered by the local company in 
combating a gasoline or oil fire with 
its other equipment. 
W ith the new 
chemical truck the local departm ent 
is satisfied it can combat conflagra­ 
tions of this type in the proper m an­ 
ner with definite assurance of suc­ 
cess.

Circuit Cuts Time Of Com­ 
pleting 
Calls 
To 
Minimum. 


Burgess C A. Heiges inaugurated 
direct telephone service over the new 
Carlisle-Oettysburg circuit of the 
United Telephone company today 
when he telephoned to Burgess Fred 
Myer, of Carlisle. 
Following the long distance con­ 
versation Burgess Heiges expressed 
his surprise a t the rapidity with 
which the call was completed.

The new Carlisle-Gettysburg cir­ 
cuit which was constructed at a cost 
of several thousand dollars reduces 
the telephone distance between the 
two towns by half and cuts the 
length of time to make connections 
in half.

ACT ON CHANGE 
OF FIRE PLUGS 


Committee Considering 
.Me­ 
morial Plans For Ccn- 
tgr Square. 


The citizens' center square im­ 
provement committee at a special 
meeting. Monday night, voted to in­ 
struct the Gettysburg water com­ 
pany to remove the fire plugs in the 
square to the streets entering the 
square and not to remove tile plugs 
within the outside curb. 
The committee went on Record as 
opposing any movement to transfer 
the three water plugs to within the 
circle but to move the plugs onto 
Baltimore. York and Chambersburg 
streets. 
The committee expressed 
the opinion that the plugs would 
serve a better purpose on these three 
streets. 
It had been suggested th at the 
plugs ba moved, from their present 
corner positions, fifteen or twenty 
feet 
further 
around 
the 
square. 
This, the committee felt, would de­ 
crease the parking facilities in the 
square and would detract from the 
beauty of the large oval. 
Serve Purpose Better 
By placing the plugs onto the ad­ 
joining streets, a m atter of a few 
feet from their present position, to a 
spot adjacent to the building lines, 
the committee was of th e, opinion 
th a t the plugs would serve a better 
purpose than if placed withm the 
square. 
Relative to a suitable memorial rn 
the centre plot the committee re­ 
quested the secretary of the G et­ 
tysburg Cham ber of Commerce to 
invite the Rotary and Lions clubs, 
the Chamber of Commerce and all 
others Interested in this movement 
to meet in joint session, at a din­ 
ner meeting, at 6 o’clock in the eve­ 
ning of July 20 to receive the details 
of a new memorial. 
W ashington 
and 
Chicago resi­ 
dents, interested in .a memorial in 
Gettysburg, will be invited to meet 
with the Gettysburg representatives 
at this meeting 
The new plan is unique, according 
to the committee, and will provide 
for one of the most beautiful and 
attractive memorials in the country. 


Summer Session 
Starts At College 


Between 125 and 150 persons are 
attending the tenth annual sessions 
of tile Gettysburg college summer 
school which opened a t 'Gettysburg

Zuni, head of the

is serving his first year as director 
of the summer school.

L W McEntire, of Clarion, the 
drum m er boy of Co. M, 5th Pennsyl­ 
vania infantry, which was recruited 
from Gettysburg. Adams county and 
cities in Central Pennsylvania for 
the Spanish-American war, was in a ' 
reminiscent mood today. 
Returning to Gettysburg for the 
first tim e since Co. M was mustered 
out here on November 8, 1898, Mr. 
McEntire found few of his comrades 
living 
He recalled th a t only seven 
of those he knew from Gettysburg 
and vicinity still lived here. 
They are C. T. Zeigler, proprietor 
of the Blue Parrot tea room, who 
was second 
lieutenant of Co. 
M; 
Ralph Sandoe. Arendtsville; Jam es 
M cllhenny. Hunterstown; G. Harry 
Roth. John Mumper. George Shields 
and William Koch, all of 
G ettys­ 
burg. 
Over Half Dead 
“I expect to see others of Co. M 
here for the convention this week,” 
Mr. McEntire added, “but I don’t 
believe there are more thart 30 cm* 
40 of the original 105 members of 
the regiment still living.” 
Mr. McEntire, who worked a t tho 
printing trade for 45 years, retiring 
five years ago. came near failing to 
be accepted for service in the Span- 
ish-American war. 
He went from 
Pittsburgh to Mt. G retna w ith a 
group of Pittsburgh residents to 
enlist, and had about been passed 
on for service when the examiner 
noticed a slight limp in one leg, 
caused. Mr. McEntire said, by hav­ 
ing sprained his ankle a few days 
before. 
“They were very 
particular 
in 
those days, and when they saw me 
limp, the officers decided they could 
do without a cripple.” he said. “A 
friend and I then went to Cuba, but 
were 
again 
unsuccessful 
In our 
efforts to enlist. Down in Georgia I 
heard about a company being or­ 
ganized at Gettysburg, and hurried 
here. 
I was accepted, and m uster­ 
ed in with the others in the com­ 
pany on July IO, 1898’’ 
Captain Russell 
Evan Russell, of W illiamsport, was 
the captain of Co. M. Mr. McEntire 
said. 
Captain Russell was a veter­

Paris (AP)—-France is witnessing 
what observers believe will prove to 
to be an historical turn in internal 
politics. 
The radical socialist party, which 
has had a large hand In the forma­ 
tion of modern France, is slowly 
dying, being edged out of the pic­ 
ture by socialists. 
In the majority of by-elections 
held since the general elections of 
1928, where socialists and radical 
socialists have faced each other, the 
former have carried the day. 
Re­ 
cently, and this for the first time 
in French parliamentary history, 
the socialists had 109 seat* in UM 
chamber of deputies and the radical 
socialists log. 
* 
Great Voting Power 
Observers foresee that this grad­ 
ual pecking away will continue un­ 
til the socialists have the greater 
voting power. 
This 
latter 
consideration 
had 
much to do with socialist insistence 
last January, when cabinets were 
falling in rapid succession, that par­ 
liament be dissolved and elections 
held. 
Socialist leaders were confi­ 
dent that the country would return 
them in such numbers that they 
would be able to form a govern­ 
ment. 
And their increase would have 
been at the expense of the radical 
socialists, 
their 
more 
moderate 
brothers of the left. 
The party is composed largely 
of middle class people of provin­ 
cial towns whose ideas are slightly 
in advance of the right but not as 
radical as those of the socialists. 
The party name, radical socialist, 
thus is a misnomer.
